New Merchant Marine 


When the federal government went into the ship­ 
ping business after the war it was actuated by the hope 
of making profitable use of war hulls and of planting 
tilt* germ of a merchant marine which would carry the 
American flag on the seven seas and restore the United 
States to its former leadership among the maritime 
countries of the world. 
From that post-war seed has grown a merchant 
marine which has recaptured for Uncle Sam a large 
share of world shipping and which is deemed suffic­ 
iently healthy to make it safe for the shipping board 
to liquidate its affairs and for the government to re­ 
tire from the shipping business. 
The sale of seventy-three vessels during the last 
fiscal year for one million, eighty-eight thousand, six 
hundred and eighty dollars permits reduction of the 
shipping board’s budget for next year to one million, 
nine hundred and seventy dollars. 
In nineteen twen­ 
ty-four that budget was forty-eight million, thirty 
thousand dollars. 
Private tonnage has increased as government ton­ 
nage has decreased. 
The new American merchant marine has contin- 
,used to grow during the slump in world trade.
